|An Analysis of the Unprecedented Ac- 
tivity in Railroad Stocks, Showing 
the Things Combining to 
Cause It. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Today will go down 
in Wall street as one of the record days 
which have become so frequent of late. 
Speculative sentiment took on the nervous, 
high-strung characteristics which have so 
frequently caused wide and excited fluc- 


tuations in some stock or group of stocks 
affected by some important development or 
rumor of development. Today it was the 
local traction group, led by Manhattan. The 
erratic fluctuations of this stock made it 
evident that the violence of the movement 
was in iarge part due to the existence of a 
large short interest, which manifested acute 
distress on the advance, carrying the stock 
up 944 points, with a subsequent relapse of 
v pointsy The sudden advance in the local 
tractions was taken advantage of for very 
heavy realizing all through the list, and 
when Manhattan itself gave way the whole 
market broke rather sharply, with the re- 


sult that the closing was decidedly weak 
and with net losses predominating over 
gains. The early market was strong and 


animated under the continuing Influence of 
the advance in the Delaware & Hudson divi- 
dend, and the large and concentrated buy- 
ings in that stock and others of the anthra- 
cite group. Ontario *& Western opened 
wide, with 20,000 shares seiling at from 
30 to 3%. This latter was the top prices.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.—Mrs. Lulu 
Prince-Kennedy, who shot her husband, 
Philip H. Kennedy, on Thursday evening, 
two days after he had brought suit to have 
their marriage, which he asserted had 
been forced, set aside, was today bound 
over to the grandjury with a recommenda- 
tion that she be held-for murder in the 
first degree. The Coroner's jury, which 
had sat on the case all day, reached a ver- 
dict this evening after listening to some 


sensational testimony. Later the prisoner 
before a justice of peace made a formal 
plea of not guilty and was remanded to 
jail for her preliminary hearing, which 
was set for Wednesday next. 

The most important point brought out to- 
day was fixing the identity of the hat be- 
longing to the man who struck Thomas 
Kennedy, a brother of the dead man, just 
after the shooting. The hat belonged to 


Will Prince, who said he just happened to 
'be near the scene at that time, although 
he admitted that he had gone there luvook- 
ing for his sister. 

While Kennedy was 
woman away from his brother, he was 
struck by some man wno had followed the 
woman to the scene. Today Prince admit- 
ted that he had struck Kennedy in-de- 
fense of his sister. 

Dr. R. ©. Cross, who saw the shooting 
of Kennedy, declared that Lulu Prince 
Kennedy told him last November that she 
was the wife of Case Patten, the base- 
ball pitcher. Dr. Cross said the woman 
made this statement the first time she 
came to his office for examination. Patten 
is now in Westport, N. Y. 

The friends of the dead man, who are 
aiding the prosecution, will, it is said, 
try to prove that Kennedy was the victim 
of a conspiracy. 


The story of the hurried wedding in De- 
cember is told by Mrs. Kennedy's father. 
He says: 

“My daughter did not tell me she was in 


trouble until 
heard Kenuedy was to wed: Miss Phillips. 
Then she called me to her room and told 
me everything. She had been wronged by 
Kennedy under promise of marriage. Il went 
to Kennedy's office at once and demanded 
that he marry my daughter. This he at 
first refused to do, but I induced him to 
change his mind. I was determined that he 
should do justice to my girl. We al] met 
immediately after that—Kennedy, my 
daughter, my son Albert and myself—anu 
went to the county recofrder’s office. We 
secured the license, and ten minutes later 
Judge Gibson performed the ceremony in 
his chambers.

WHAT THE MISSOURI IS. 

HE Missouri river is the longest river 
in the world. From the junction of 
the Jefferson, Gallatin and Madison 
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goes up and down, and oftentimes an entire 
farm along the river's bank will be washed 
away in a single season of high water.

The Missouri river is the premier river 
for sand. It erodes soft banks and becomes 
very muddy, but the mud it carries is no 
greater in quantity than the sand. All its 
tributaries contribute sand, and the rain 
washes sand from every hill. Adding this 
to what it can cut out of its banks the 
Missouri is always rolling and romping 
with more sand than even the big Missis- 
sipp!i can show. 

The Missourl was called the “Big Muddy” 
by the Indians.

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Changing Administrations Make 
No Change in Their Positions, 


Which They Hold Because of 


Peculiar Fitness for the Place. 
HE 8t. Louis City Hall has its Old 
af Guard, made up of men who have 
held important municipal positions 
under administrations representing both po- 
litical parties, and whose experience and 
ability make them almost indispensable in 
carrying on the city’s business affairs. 
No civil service rules could make more 
certain the tenure with which these few 
men hold their places in the city govern- 
ment. They are not, as a rule, heads of de- 
partments, for these are rarely re-elected 
or reappointed more than once, but they 
are in every case men who have mastered 
the technical details of the most important 
work in their departments, and fill posi- 
tions whose requirements are too severe to 
make them the envy of the office-seeker 
with a “pull.”’ 


For the thousand and one deputies, clerks 
and inspectors in the city departments, a 
change in the political complexion of the 
city means the loss of their positions to 
the “workers” of the opposite party, and 
this certainty in the minds of the city’s 
employes makes them a force to be reck- 
oned with at the primaries and the election 
booth. But to the few who hold their places 
by stronger ties than those of politics, the 
shifting of party supremacy is a matter of 
small concern, No one asks their politics 
or expects them to perform party service 
in the wards in which they live, and the 
few who grumble because their places are 
not filled by more zealous partisans are 
outweighed by those who see the necessity 
of Keeping their technical skill in the city’s 
service. 

William Wise, assistant sewer commis- 
sioner. holds the record for continuous 
service in one department. His labors in 
building up the city’s system of sewers be- 
gan almost forty-one years ago, and he has 
ever since been connected with this bracnh 
of public improvement work, of which he 
was for 18 years inxcghlef charge. 

In 1860. 16 years before the adoption of 
the city’s present charter, Mr. Wise was 
appointed superintendent of sewers under 
City Engineer Truman J. Homer, whose po- 
sition corresponded to that now filled by 
the president of the Board of Public Ilm- 
provements. Until 1876 Mr. Wise continued 
as superintendent, and then yielded charge 
of the department, which was rapidly 
growing in importance, to Robert Moore, 
the first sewer commissioner appointed un- 
der the new charter. 

Mr. Moore retained Mr. Wise in the sewer 
department, making him assistant commis- 
sioner, and in 1881, when the commissioner- 
ship became vacant by Mr. Moore's resig- 
nation, Mr. Wise stepped into the chief 
place and was sewer commissioner until 
1883, when Robert E. McMath, now presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improvements, 
was appointed to the place. 

Under Commissioner McMath Mr. Wise 
resumed his former position as assistant 
commissioner, and has remained in this 
place under each of the successive admin- 
istrations of the department. In his charge 
are the bulky volumes of maps and plats 
which show the ramifications of the city’s 
sewage tunnels. Few men are as familiar 
with St. Louis above ground as is Mr. Wise 
with the maze of underground ways which 
lead from all the residence districts of the 
city to the river. The sewer commissioner 
has duties as a member of the Board of 
Public Improvements which prevent him 
from devoting all his time to the sewers. 
Not many men could gain during a four 
years’ term in the chief position of the de- 
partment more than a small part of the 
thorough familiarity with the details of the 
sewer system which has come to the gray- 
haired assistant commissioner in his more 
than forty years’ experience. 

As important as the work of ae the 
Sewers in repair is that of keeping the 
financial channels of the city government 
open, and in this branch of municipal serv- 
ice Frederick Gabel has played a notable 
part. 

With @ record of 30 years in the publile 


service, Mr. Gabel is probably better known 
to the business world outside of St. Louis 
than any other man in the City Hall. As 
first assistant comptroller since 1879, he has | 


had charge of the city's budget of expendi- | 


tures, and has taken the principal part in 
apportioning the city’s revenues among tne 
different departments in the annual appro- 
priation bills of successive years. To him 
every head of a munic ipal department must 
gO when money is wanted for any purpose 
not included among its usual items of ex- 
penditure. His “no” has sealed the fate or 
many @ project for the introduction of new 
and costiy features into the work of city 
departments, and it has also kept the c ity s 
expenditures within its income during years 
when the financial crisis which is now upon 
the city government was brewing. 

When unfavorable conditions in tne 
American money market in the eariy 
months of 1892 made it impossible to dis- 
pose of a $2,600,000 issue of 4 per cent bonds 
at par. Mr. Gabel went to London to float 
the bonds, After weeks of work In securing 
the attention and interest of London brok-

the bonds almost at par, the margin being 
an extremely slight one. In September of 
the following year, when a $1,250,000 issue 
of 4 per cents was to be disposed of, and 
conditions in the money market at home 
forbade the attempt to sell the bonds in 
this country, Mr. Gabel again visited Lon- 
don and sold the bonds at par. 

Mr. Gabel’s first municipal employment 
was in the office of the city register in 1870. 
From 1873 to 1876 he was a clerk in the 
auditor's office, and for three years after- 
ward was deputy auditor, becoming deputy 
comptroller under Comptroller E. L. Adre- 
on. In 1889 the title of his office was 
changed to first assistant comptroiler, but 
his duties have remained the same. 

The assessor must raise money for 
city before the comptroller or anyone 
can expend it, and the assessor's office 
in Chief Deputy Lou Jones a veteran whose 
acquaintance with the details of the city’s 
taxation system has been gained in 2 years 
of service. Mr. Jones began his work in the 
office under Assessor Charles Green in 187, 
and became chief deputy under’ Robert 
Lange in 1882. 

Under the supervision of the president of 
the Board of Assessors, Mr. Jones jhas ex- 
ecutive charge of the work of the office 
force. The records under his care include 
separate maps of every city block in St. 
Louis, and in his constant labor with these 
diagrams he has become thoroughly posted 
upon ownership and value of real estate In 
this city. His work not to fix assess- 
ments, but in his endeavors to insure ac- 
curacy in the bills and records of the office 
he has absorbed a knowledge of property 
values such as few. men in the busincss 
community possess. 

The importanee of the city 
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partment has been keenly realized by St. 
Louisans in the past six months. The head 


of this department, Andrew J. O'Reilly, is 
entitled to be enrolled among the veteran | 
Servants of the city, as he has held his 
present position since it was created, with 
the exception of a few months, and has 
been retained in his office by Democratic 
and Republican administrations. His work 
in his present position commenced in 1890. 

Besides having general supervision of the 
lighting of the streets, parks and public | 
buildings, Mr. O'Reilly is required to keep | 
a Oversight of all electric tien! 
whether in conduits or above ground. in | 
this connection his work is closely allied 
with that of the fire department, and be- 
fore the wires in the downtown district 
were placed underground he was as regu- 
lar in his attendance at fires, day and night, 
as any fireman, and his work in cutting 
wires was famous among the knights of 
the hook and ladder.

"71 Only 65 Miles From St. Louis on the Flat Rive 
How It Has Been Developed by Loeal Capita 


| YN the year 1900 the Jead mines of the 
| Flat river and Bonne Terre district.

|}southwest of St. Louis, in St. Francois 
County, yielded treasure worth $4,250,000 and 
took rank with the richesy valleys in the 
world. 

There is no better exemplification of the 
great natural riches of Missouri than the 
development of the lead mines of this dis- 
trict. Here is a Klondike at 8t. Louis’ 
i'very door Here are 10,000 people in a val- 
ley where there were less than 2 12 years 
ago. Here is a little district, miles long 
and three or four miles wide, in which lead 
companies own property valued d@ twenty 
millions of dollars; where more than 5 
families have been enriched by the sale of 
‘lands valued at not more than §% an acre 
before the discovery of lead and which 
yielded the few farmers scarce enough for 
subsistence: where great concentrating 
mills and smelters are so thick that the 
smoke of their furnaces rise every mile or 
so in the valley; where in a single decade 
the quiet of the forest has given way to 
the roar and rattle of lead mills, the_hoot 
|of the hoist whistles, the puffing of engines 
and the creaking of cars. 

The United States is 
ducer and consumer of lead of all the na- 
tions. It produced 280,000 tons last year. Of 
this produced more than 69,000 
tons: Bonne Terre and Flat river con- 
tributed 50,000 tons, or five-sixths of the 
whole Missouri output. 

Lead is worth $85 a ton. So this single 
‘valley, in what Coronado cursed for a bar- 
ren and treasureless country when he 
marched northward in quest of gold 460 
vears ago, enriched the world in 1900 by 
more than four millions of dollars and will 
do even more than that in 1901. 

It is the greatest producer of dissemin- 
ated lead in the world. The lead is in lime- 
stone and is a low-grade ore, but it can 
be mined in such quantities that all the 
concerns mining it are making money. 
Some of them are making enormous profits. 
And all this avithin 65 miles of St. Louts! 
All this an industry of which not 3 per cent 
of the papple or St. Louis ever heard! 


Lead mining is not new in the Bonne 
Terre and Flat river district. It is the 
wonderful growth of tne industry there 
within the last few years that is new. Re- 
nault, a Frenchman, found lead 20 miles 
south of Bonne Terre as early as 1720, and 
brought LaMotte, a mineralggist, out here 
to assist in mining the ore. They found 
surface or pocket lead in the clay, and 
Mine LaMotte, named for the French min- 
eral expert, became one of the famous lead 
mines of the world. 

The St. Joseph Lead Co., the richest and 
largest lead company in the world, began 
mining lead at Bonne Teage in 1865. It was

back to Bonne Terre and through the Flat 
river district, a distance of 40 miles. It is 
the richest railroad in the world proportion- 
ate to its size. Its rolling stock is ex- 
ceptionally fine. Last year it earned more 
than $6000 a mile. The president of the St. 
Joe Lead Co. is J. Wyman Jones of New 
York, a brother-in-law of Senator M. A. 
Hanna. The St. Joe has made millionaires 
of its stockholders. It is growing richer 
every day. Lead is not the most precious 
of metals; a French chemist has charac- 
terized it “the vilest and most abject’’: but 
lead’ has made riches for the St. Joe peo- 
ple, and is doing the same thing for many 
other people nearby on Flat river. 

Among the young men of St. Louis look- 
ing around for an opportunity to get rich 12 
years ago was Henry J. Cantwell. He is a 
native of Pennsylvania.’ In 1888 he heard of 
the great riches of tre St. Joe Lead Co.'s 
mines, and he went down there and looked 
around. It is human nature to want to fish 
pretty close to some one who Is catching 
sométhing. Mr. Cantwell was so impressed 
with the wealth of the St. Joe mine that he 
determined to go into lead mining himsei:. 
There were no mines around Bonne Terre 
save those of the St. Joe and the Desloge 
company, which has sold out since to the 
St. Joe people. Mr. Cantwell believed there 
would be others some day. He could not 
believe that nature had lavished these 
riches upon this one spot and had _ given 
nothing to the hills and the hollows near 
by. So he walked into he Fla river valey 
looking for more of that lead in limestone. 
He made an agreement with George Craw- 
ley and they brought in a drill and drilled 
for lead. They found it. 

That was 12 years ago. It was the *be- 
ginning of the disseminated lead industry 
in the Flat river country. Surface lead had 
been taken from the clay in many places 
around, but lead in the rock not not been 
found before. 

Mr. Cantwell had a pretty definite idea of 
what he had struck. He had hit it rich, 
And from that day he has been the first 
man of the Flat river country, developing 
its great riches, organizing companies and 
buying and selling mining lands. Today he 
is the president of the Columbia Lead Co. 
and of the Catherine Lead Co., two of the 
principal concerns of the district; president 
of the Missouri Exploration and Land Co.; 
owns individually 40,000 acres of mineral, 
timber and grazing lands in Washington 
and Crawford counties, and is worth some- 
thing more than half a million doilars. He 
has done what alchemists have never been 
able to do—made gold with one of the base 
metals. He opened the flood gates of Flat 
river, and the flood that came was a ftor- 
rent of capital, of miners, of machinery for 
lead mills and lumber for hemes, until now 
there are 10,000 people in a little stretch of 
the Flat river country not more than four 
miles by three. Little cities have sprung 
up in from two to five years. In rapid suc- 
cession on the Mississippi River & Bonne 
Terre Railroad, actually emerging into each 
other, are the new Flat river towns of 
Desloge,, St. Francois, Flat River, Esther 
and s. Cantwell, named for the chief 
promoter of the district, has recently been 
laid out in the same district. The valley 
is one of the busiest places in the -world. 
Eyerything is lead. The houses and stores 
are all new, and even some of the mining 
properties are not complete. The people 
down there believe there will be 20,000 peo- 
ple in the valley within the next five years. 

With the discovery of disseminated lead 
in Flat river valley, in which Mr. Cantwell 
was closely followed by William R. Taylor 
of Farmington and Firman Desloge of St. 
Louis, who for many years had minéd lead 
at Bonne Terre, there came a rapid devel- 
opment of the district. Messrs. Cantwell 
and Crawley sold their first discovery to 
the St. Joseph Lead Co. for $40,000. Mr. 
Cantwell next developed the Central Lead 
Co.'s mine, becoming president of the com- 
pany. The Central put in one of the big- 
gest lead plants in the world, erecting its 
own smelter. But Mr. Cantwell was not 
yet content. He organized the Columbia 
and the Catherine companies, two of the 
richest in the district, and is president of 
both. He has been a tireless worker for 
the district. He wanted to see it become 
the greatest lead district in the world, He 
believed in barring no one out, in hiding 
nothing of the valley's riches, and has de- 
veloped a capacity for work that borders 
upon genius. 

The farmers and hills folk in the Flat 
river country were wrestling with a diffi- 
cult problem when Mr. Cantwell walked 
Pnto the valley 12 years ago. They were en- 
deavoring to raise crops upon some of the 
poorest land on the earth's crust. The hiil- 
sides were rocky and barren. There was 
every indication of meager earnings. The 
farms were poorly equipped and the houses 
were small, most of them mere cabins in 
the woods. But the lead discoveries brought 
anew era, an era of wealth. Lands that 
had sold for almost nothing became of 
great value. The people who wanted them 
had money, and they could pay what the 
lands were worth.

Attorney Booher Made Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of Andrew County 
When Mr. Altgeld Resigned 
to Go to Chicagce. 


SAVANNAH, Mo., Jan, 11.

WENTY-FIVE years ago John P. Alt- 
geld, since then governor of Illinois 
and otherwise celebrated, was prose- 

cuting attorney of Andrew County, of 
which this city is the county seat, and his 
Successor in that office was Charles F. 
Booher, who during the past two weeks 
has become prominent as the attorney con- 
ducting the examination of witnesses at the 
Richardson murder inquest. Mr. Booher 
Was then a young man of 27. His son, Lloyd 
W. Booher, has just become prosecuting at- 
torney by election. The elder Booher, when 


he succeeded Altgeld, was appointed. 

Altgeld was elected prosecuting attorney 
in 1874. He resigned before the end of his 
term to go to Chicago, and Gov. Hardin ap- 
pointed Mr. Booher to fill out his term. 

“John thought he could do better itn Chi- 
cago,’’ remarked Mr. Booher to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch today, “and he has done bet- 
aae.”* 

Andrew County is full of traditions and 
recollections of the distinguished man who 
made his home here for five years and went 
out from this little Missourl city to hew 
and carve his way to a unique fame and a 
plentiful fortune. 

In 1869 John P. Altgeld came to this eoun- 
ty a tramp. He was one of the pioneer 
tramps of the United Staies, for prior to 
that time the tramp genus was hardly 
known in this country. Altgeld was so poor 
that a citizen took up a collection to buy 
him a pair of shoes. But he was not a beg- 
gar—tar from it; he was simply in hard 
luck. 

I. R. Willlams, who is connected with 
Mr. Booher in the real estate line, tells the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch these facts concern- 
ing Mr. Aligeld’s career in Andrew County: 

By L R, WILLIAMS. 
LTGELD tramped into this county 
A from southern Kansas, where he had 
been employed on a railroad that was 
building. 

Was hea civil engin@r? Well, no: he was 
@ pick and shovel hand. He had been raised 
on a farm in Ohio and knew what hard 
work was. His father, it appears, was an 
Bustere farmer and had the idea that if a 
boy grew up to make a fal¢ hand in the 
field he was about right. 

John was ambitious. He left home early 
@nd went to Work on his own account. 

When he struck this county he first made 
himself evident at a farm a few miles from 
Savannah, where he applied for supper. 
Tramps were not common then and he was 
feceived and given lodging for the night. 

Altgeld told the farmner that he was not 
Stranded through his own fault, but 
through misfortunes. He had saved up a 
couple of hundred dollars while working on | 
the railroad, then he was taken down with | 
typhoid fever and had a long Illness. His 
money melted away, and when he was able 
to be up he started to walk across the state 
to Missourl. His feet became blistered, and 
he threw away his shoes and walked bare- 
footed for many miles.

HIS town, in Marshall County, is one 
of the few places in the world that 
has effectually solved the race prob- 

‘lem. Not a negro is to be found within a 
radius of a dozen miles, and the negro is 

yet to be discovered who has any perma- 

nent desire to come here. 

To threaten a negro with Calvert City is 
to bring before his frightened vision pic- 
tures of death more horrible than by 
lynching. 

The peaceable, law-abiding 
prevails in the little Kentucky is 
swiftly banished when a negro appears. If 
he keeps going he is not molested, provided 
he attends strictly to his own affairs and

Few profess to 
know its origin, and many claim that it 
was born in the people, but some of the 
older inhabitants declare that it had its in- 
ception years ago, when two negroes mar- 
ried white women and settled there. The 
aversion of the people became so great that 
numerous attempts, resulting in consider- 
able blood&hed, were made to expel the 
mismated couples, and eventually they were 
driven away. 

This aroused the bitterest hostility 
among the negroes, and the white people 
soon grew to so hate the sight of one that 
every negro was ultimately run out of the 
vicinity, and one has never been known to 
live in these parts since.

In recent years there has been no serious 
trouble, but it is estimated that no less 
than 10 or a dozen negroes who had settled 
in the neighborhood have been shot from 
ambush or otherwise mysteriously killed. 

This reprehensible means of exterminat- 
ing them, however, was always adopted as 
a last resort, and no one was ever punished 
for relieving the community of their pres- 
ence. 

Last winter three hard characters, John, 
Joe and Will Green, went to Paducah and 
became intoxicated. On their way back to 
Marshall County they overtook John Thom- 
as, an inoffensive negro, on the road, and at 
the point of pistols forced him to get into 
the wagon and accompany them. They com- 
pelled him to drink nearly a quart of whis- 
ky and wine, and when he protested they 
beat him with their heavy whip.

TO WRITE A BOOK 
ON HER ADVENTURES 
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We are a community of plain people and 
living in modest homes, but we are alive 
to the community welfare. The improve- 
ment association, which has made me chief 
of the volunteer fire department and au- 
therized me to conduct negotiations with 
the chief of the St. Louis Fire Department, 
has been doing a good work for the park, 
and it has still further work in contempla- 
tion. 

We are going to have a new school and 
eventually many other things, among them 
a fire service. But until we get it we shall 
protect ourselves, 
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the roadside and the hilarious desperadoes 
would see how close to him they could fire 
bullets from their pistols without hitting 
him. When he finally became insensible 
from the whisky and abuse they threw him 
across a fence and left him. The follow- 
ing morning his body was found. : 

Two of the Greens are now serving life 
Sentences for the murder, but the third, a 
mere boy, was acquitted. These are the 
only two men ever convicted of killing a 
negro in the Calvert City section. 

The colored people in this part of the 
State generally are aware of this peculiar 
characteristic of the Calvert City people, 
and usually they avoid the place. When a 
train stops here they can hardly be induced 
to poke a head out of the window. 


Last summer an excursion train from 
Memphis passed Calvert City, and.a big 
darky of the “bully’ kind got off, stalked 
down the platform, and boldly announced 
that he had come to stay and would like to 
get a look at some of the celebrated ciil- 
zens of the town. He got it sooner than he 
anticipated,, and in seeking safety on the 
train he left a portion of his wearing ap- 
parel. . 

The annals of the town are replete with 
instances both amusing and tragic, illus- 
trating the inexorable antipathy of the peo- 
ple to a negro, and it is more than prob- 
able that this antipathy will endure as long 
as the town Is inhabited.: It is taught the 
children from infancy, and grows stronger 
with every succeeding year.

In millions of cohorts, 
battalions and regiments they invade his 
home, carrying with them the banner of 
diseese. 

In that frightful war no quarter is given. 
Surrender means death. Victory is ever on 
the side of the bacillus. 

Invisible, relentiess, deadly, the organ- 
isms of consumption, of diphtheria, of 
emalipox, of lockjaw, of Krip and of other 
forms of disease claim their myriads of vic- 
tims. 

Within a man’s own house he finds no 
protection. Bleeping or waking, they are 
ever working against his welfare. 

But science has come to the rescue of the 
sufferer. A match for the microbe army 
has been found. Gen. Bacillus has been out- 
generaled. 

In the house of the future microbes will 
Meet with destruction as soon as they pene- 
trate within the walls.

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stand a good chance of living a hundred 
years or longer. 

Two-thirds of the ills which flesh is heir 
to comerfrom disease germs, If science can 
eliminate the germs the healih of the re@e 
will be endangered by but one-third of- the 
germs which formerly threatened it. This 
one-third will be out in the open air, where 
the oxidizing principle in the atmosphere 
and the greatest of germicides, sunlight, 
will reduce their potency by half. 

Through years of study I have evolved a 
principle, the application of which to dweli- 
ing houses and office buildings will make 
them impervious to disease germs. 

Before going into details of this discovery 
it might be well to consider for a moment 
the work which the bacillus is engaged in. 

It is @ matter of surprise that the public 
should display such indifference to the con- 
Stant menace Of germs or bacilli. 

Persons do not drink bad water, but the 
organisms found in drinking water are not 
nearly as humerous or pernicious as are the 
myriads of plague seeds which dwell in the 
air.

Light is known to kill infectious germ., 
and any influence of a similar kind would 
be just as effective.

The tnachine 
which I propose to use greatly resembles 
a machine used by Nicola Tesla in his sci- 
entific experiments on artificial daylight, 
and which he found wonderfully successful 
in the production of ozone. 

Ozone—a gas discovered in 1840 by Schoen- 
bein—has been made the subject matter of 
many investigations by De la Rive, An- 
drews, Tait and others. 

It is really condensed oxygen—oxygen of 
the highest potency—and upon those fortu- 
nates able to breathe it it has an exhilar- 
ating and health-giving effect. 

By charging the atmosphere with ozone 
by means of the electrostatic machine l 
nullify the effects of the germs, creating a 
medium in which they cannot exist.

T is in some measure the fault of the

The people have indicated little interest in 
the river or scarcely any desire that it be 
given proper attention.

terests and inhabited by so many millions

14 different localities, scattered from Ver- 
milion down to St. Charles, a distance of 
1881 Col. Charles R. Suter 
submitted a plan for a systematic improve- 
ment of the Missouri river from Sioux City 
to the mouth, and Congress appropriated 
$250,000. The Missouri river commission was 
created in 1884 and Congress made an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $640,000. Col. 
Suter was the first president of the com- 
mission. It seemed then that the Mis- 
sourl was to receive much attention from 
Cengress and would be made a well-im- 
proved waterway. The commission con- 
centrated its efforts largely upon the river 
at Kansas City and urged in its report that 
$1,000,000 a year be continuously appropri- 
ated for the improvement of the Missouri 
from Kansas City down to the mouth. 
Congress did not do this. In the next six 
years it appropriated $2,015,000, less than 
$600,000 of which was available for the con- 
tinuous work. In the first six years after 
it was created the commission was given 
less than one-tenth the sum of money it 
asked for its work. In 1890 Congress ap-

tematic improvement of the river from the 
mouth up to Sioux City. By the terms of 
the act it became necessary to move the 
commission's plant a considerable distance 
down the river at heavy expense and begin 
the systematic work over again. A por- 
tion of this appropriation was naturally 
diverted to the maintenance of work done 
up near Kansas City. 

in 1892 the appropriations were made con- 
tinuous for four years, amounting in the 
aggregate during the four years to $2,710,009, 
of which about three-fourths was applie- 
able to the systematic work. With this 
provision work was carried on vigorously 
with a large plant, operating on a contin- 
uous Stretch of 454% miles ef river. extend- 
ing from a point about fotirteen miles 
above the mouth df the Osage down to the 
mouth of the Gasconade This was, per- 
haps, one of-the worst stretches on the 
river. The success of the work was marked 
A deep navigable channel was formed. and 
the banks and built up. In a dis- 
tance of only 18 miles tn the vicinity of 
Jefferson City the era of new land formed 
by the rectification works amounted to 0 
acres, and the area of land protected was 
12,500 acres. Computing this at a fair price 
of $50 per acre, the sum of $915,000 was added 
to the wealth of the country, as Incidental 
to the improvement of navigation. The 
cost of this work was about $44,500 per miie, 
about the same per mile as is estimated for 
the improvement of the Mississippi from 
St. Louis to Cairo. A continuation of the 
work would undoubtedly have developed @ 
lessening of cost per mile,

Bona, night of Faster was marked by 
a spirited attack upon Balanga, the capital 
of the province, but the insurgent force 
was driven off with some loss and without 
any injury to the American forces. There 
Was, however, a spirit of activity developed 
among the Americans, as a result of this at- 
tack, and svouting~parties were sent out 
from almost every post. 

On the morning of April 11 3 men of 
Company C, under the command of Lieut. 
Wade, with eight men from Company B— 
the whole force under command of Capt. 
Goldman of Brookfield, Mo.—left their quar- 
ters at Orion at 2 a. m. and went up Into 
the mountains in search of the insurgent 

es. The objective point to be visited 
Was reached without disclosing the pres- 
ence of an enemy and the little force 
started on the return trip. 

At 7 o'clock they had arrived within four 
miles of Orion, tired, hungry and uncon- 
kelous of the presence of an enemy, many 
men in the force having removed the shells 
from the magazines of their rifies, when 
they were suddenly fired upon by a con- 
cealed force from three points and estl- 
mated at 300. 

The little band of Americans sought she}- 
ter as best they could and fought this over-

minues, when they were compelle to re- 
tire on account of their ammunition being 
exhausted, which they did in good order, 
leaving two men, Harry A. Ester of [Cm- 
poria, Kan., and Donald McDonald of Icwa, 
beth members of Company C, dead on the 
field. Their bodies were sunsequently re- 
covered and buried in a military cemetery 
at Balanga with military honors. 

An additional force at once started in pur- 
suit of the insurgents, who made good their 
escape. A few days afterwards they were 
Met and severely punished at a point 10 or 
i miles distant, without any ioss to the 
American forces. 

On May 2% Company F, which garrisons 
Abucay, was attacked by a very strong 
force at 2 o'clock in the morning. After a 
contest of more than two hours Capt. 
Brandt with his little garrison charged the 
insurgent force and drove them off. leav- 
ing six of their number dead and evidences 
that many wounded had been carried away. 
The Americans sustained no loss. 

There was comparative quiet in the prov- 
inee from that period until Sept 25, when 
@ demonstration was made against Balanga 
in whieh artillery was used No damaxe 
was done and the insurgent force withdrew. 
Next morning Company C, with 45 men, 
and 30 of the scouts, in command of Lieut. 
Mowry, all under command of Capt. Henry 
A. Peed, with Lieut. Wade, started out at 
Se’ clock in pursuit of the insurgent force. 
Their presence was not discovered. It de- 
veloped subsequently that the attack upon 
Balanga was simply part of a plan to make

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The little garrison was completely sur- 
rounded and several attempts were made to 
rush the Americans, but the well-directed 
fire prevented. The fight kept up without 
intermission until 4 a. m., when the enemy 
retired, carrying their dead and wound- 
ed, with the exception of the body of one 
man, who proved to be a lieutenant-colonel. 
In the meantime Capt. Hayson and Lieut. 
Mapes, with a mounted detachment of 
men, had started from Orani, five miles 
distant, to reinforce the garrison, as soon 
as the firing was heard. At a little barrio 
two miles this side of Hermosa the road 
crosses the river. Here the reinforcements 
were attacked in such force that they 
were unable to make their way to the be- 
leagured garrison. At the same time a 
small body of men from Dinalupijan, about 
the same distance from Hermosa, under 
command of Maj. Cabell, attempted to re- 
lieve the garrison, but they met with such 
opposition that they were compelled to re- 
turn for additional forces, and thus no re- 
lief was enabled to reach the garrison. The 
insurgents fought with great decpernation 
and it is learned that 0 were killed and a 
large number wounded. 

On the l6éth day of September a force of 
about 100 men, consisting of members of 
Companies C, B, H, G and the scouts with 
Lieuts. Wade, Mowry and Love and Capt. 
Hayson, all in command of Capt. Goldman, 
developed the enemy strongly intrenched at 
a@ point about seven miles west of Balanga. 
where the Bagac trail crosses the river. The 
stream was so badly swollen that the Amer- 
ean forces were compelled to return, which 
they did without loss, after killing and 
wounding a number of insurgents. Nov. 1° 
Iaeut. Smith of Company F and Lieut. 
Wade of Company C, with detachments 
from each company and 30 men of the 
scouts, left Abucay for a scout in the moun- 
tains west of that place. They had no par- 
ticular objective point and no knowledge of 
the presence in that yicinity of an _ in- 
trenched insurgent force. The territory 
was generally familiar to the officers and 
men, who had frequently gone over che 
mountain ranges in the last eight months 
without developing a force larger than an 
ambushing party, which is always to be ex- 
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pected, It was known, however, that cn 
the summit of the mountain at some 
point was located an insurgent hospital 


and headquarters. They knew also that 
Mt. Nag Bayabas had been an insurgent 
stronghold for a hundred years during the 
various wars'waged against Spain. It was 
believed to be strongly fortified and the in- 
surgents and natives freely talked abvut it 
aS a point In the mountains, but declined 
to locate it, and said tt sould not be cap- 
tured by the Americans. Legendary his- 
tory Says that a Spanish colums’ attempted 
it at one time, but was driven off with 
great loss. . 

In all the scouting and mop making done 
by the Americans this one point had never 
been found; at any rate, they had never 
been able to identify it. On this uccaston 
the column led: by Lieuts. Smith and Wade 
was diverted from the reguiar tratl—that 
with ie they were familiar—without jn- 
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tending it, and after proceeding a few 
miles they discovered evidences of the 
trail being used. Still further on they 


found branches which had been cut from 
trees and attachéd to the sides of trees, so 
as to indicate the direction of ghe trail. 
They quietly made their way along this dif- 
ficult passage, somewhat widened along the 
side of the mountain, with deep ravines on 
the side, the trail being difficuit to pursue, 
until it looked as though they Nad gone 2 
far up the mountain as the foot cf man 
had ever trod. 

They were suddenly startled by the dis- 
charge of a cannon, which they estimated 
to be fully two miles away, still further up 
the mountain range. Cautiously they pro- 
ceeded their difficult way until there 
opened out before them about 600 yards dis- 
tant a space of open ground in which the 
timber had been cut away for a width of 
perhaps 300 yards and a well-beaten trail, 
15 or 20 feet wide, leading directly up to 
what seemed to be strong earthworks 
thrown up on the crest of the mountain

I might call 
it a charge, but that would hardly suit; I 
think that “a forward scramble” is the 
best mame; but with it came the cheer 
that every American soldier loves to hear, 
the cheer that the Spaniards heard at San 
Juan, and it was repeated by the men fn 
the rear—all the way back it sounded—and 
meant ‘‘Forward.” Up we went and over 
the breastworks, a few scattering shots at 
the retreating enemy and all was over. 

Now we look on a scene that is indescrib- ; 
able. Here and there were lying the little 
black men, some almost naked, but all 
plerced by the deadly ‘‘Krag.”
